INTERESTING PORTUMNA CASE. 


In the Ki Bench Division yesterday, before 
the Lord Chief-Justice and Mr. Justice Madden, a 
matter of Gillooly, appellant; Curley, respondent, 
came before the Court on a case stated by the 
Justices at Porjumna, Co. Galway, Petty Sessions, 
where, on the 2nd October last, the complainant, 
District Iuspector M. Gillooly, R.1.C., charged the 
defendant, Patrick ©. Curley, with en | on the 
7th June last, acted as a member)of the Portumna 
Rural District Council, he being disqualified on 
account of being an allen, lt was shown that 
in June, 1915, he was co-opted a member, and 
on 7th June, 1916, he proposed the following 
resolution :— That we, 
Portumna Rural District . ;

people without a form of trial during the recent 
disturbances in blin, and we further condemn 
them for depriving. us of the youth and manhood 
of Ireland by deportation, and whose sympathies 
were heartily in accord with the wishes of the 
Government, as far as retruiting was concerned. 
That a Committee of the whole Board be appointed 
to collect funds for the dependents of those noble | 
Irishmen who were shot during the disturbances. | 
It was stated that the defendant told a police | 
sergeant that he was a naturalised American citizen, | 
but that his papers were kicked up in bank im 
Chicago. It was. further stated that he signed tl i 
register of aliens, and District Inspector Giliooly 
alleged that no application had come to him in 
reference to the defendant being made a British 
subject. lt was admitted the defendant was born 
in Ireland. On behalf of the defendant it was 
urged that it was not proved he acted as a member 
of the Portumna Council, and, in fact, was not a 
member, and further, that he remained a British 
subject until it Lee “conclusively proved a change 
oceurred, and the register of aliens signed by him 
was not évidence against him in proceedings for 
an alleged offence under the Local Gévernment 
Act. The Justices found that the defendant did 
at as a member of the Portumna Council, bat 
they were not satisfied that proper proofs of his 
being an alien were given in evidence, and they 
dismissed the complaint without prejudice. 

Mr, John Cusack (instructed by the Chief Crown 
Solicitor) applied to have the case sent back to 
the magistrates, as he contended their decision was 


wrong. 

Mr. Wood (instructed by Mr. J. 1. Kearns) 
appeared in support of the decision of the mazgis- 
trates. 

The Court held that the macistrates were wrong, 
and sent the case back to them, the Lord Chief 
Justice saying that, in his opinion, the register 
of aliens containing the facts was primary and 
sufficient evidence of the fact that the man was 
an alien. 


BELFAST COMPANY’S AFFAIRS. 


Yesterday, in the Chancery Division, before the 
Master of the Rolls, in the matter of a petition in 
ye case of M’Grory, Lid., and the Companies 
cts, 

Mr. Overend (instructed by Mesers. 8. and R. 
Crymble) applied for an order for the winding 
up of the company. on the ground that it was 
unable to pay its debts. Counsel said he appeared 
on behalf of two of the directors and share- 
holders, Mr. Laurence M‘Cann and Mr. John H. 
Finlay. The cempany was a private one, having its 
offices at 7 Donegall equare, West, Belfast, and it 
carried on the business of fishmongers and poultry 
dealers in Anne street, Belfast. The nominal capi- 
tal was £1,000. ix hundred shares of £1 each 
were issued and paid up, and the other director and 
shareholder. in addition to the petitioners, was 
Patrick M‘Grory. who he 200 ehares, which was 
also the number held by the petitioners. who thought 
that the company ought to be wound up, but 
M'Grory was opposed to this course, and there was 
a letter from his solicitor that he would not consent 
to any voluntary winding up. Mesers. M‘Cann and 
Finlay were unpaid directors of the company, while 
M‘Grory was acting as manager of the business at 
a salary of £2 5/- per week. 

The Master of the Rolls said that might explain 
his position.

every years trading showed a loss since the incor- 
poration of the company in July, 1913. In that 
respect the total losses up to September, 1916, were 
2546 5/7, being more considerable since the out- 
break of the war than they had been previously. 
The total liabilities were £830 16/10, and he said 
that the entire assets could not now realise more 
than £400 or £500. Meetings of the company had 
been held to consider the question of a voluntary 
winding up, but the majority in favour of that 
course was not sufficient for its adoption. The 
rae accordingly came into court for a wind- 
up order, as the company was insvivent, and 
they also asked that Mr. M'Grory would be pro- 
hibited from carrying on the business or making 
further payments.

INTERESTING GERMAN DIARY. 
The Press Association's special correspondent 
with the East African Forces sends some 
amusing extracts from a German's 


diary. They relate chiefly to the British bom- 


bardment of the German seaport of Tanga in 
March, 1916. The diarist writes :-— 

Qn the 2lst I again observed suspicious 
manuvres on the part of the fleet, this time 
towards the U Lighthouse. On the same 
evening I rem our post from the’ island, 
and, next day, the ball started. 

Ab 5 a.m. I was called to the telephone. 
Our south post at Tongone reported a steamer 
on a northerly course. My first consideration 
was whether I should return to bed or not, 
but I decided to stay up, and, just as I was 
having my bath, a terrific cannonadé com- 
menced from the sea. My telephone told me 
noon BR, the following ships were off Ulenge:—A 

cruiser, two gunboats, pore several trans 
They were bombarding Ulenge. I sent a my 
office loads out of Tanga, dressed myself, and 
just as I was going out to join my man the 
first l2in. shell whistled over my head. 
Heavens! what a row! We had a so-called 
shelter trench at our disposal, but it was no 
use, as it was parallel to the flight of the 
shell, so we took cover in a drain six feet deep 


-by eighteen inches wide. Here we had to sit— 


packed like sardines—from dawn till 3 p.m., 
under a broiling sun. I am sure the English 
knew exactly where we were hiding. All their 
shells came for our drain, only a few sighting 
shots falling in other parts of the town, Their 
cursed spies tell them everything. 

My Lord! what hours spent: They wae 
all 12in. shelle—one conitingad explosion, 
deafening noise and pie whistles. The 
third shell exploded right in the middle of 
my house, blowing a my belongings to 
“Glory.” I last saw my bed flying through 
space, after having been driven completely 
through two stone walls, Such a nice bed, 
too! ar If I had been in it, I should, indeed, 
have had a fine flight.” I afterwards had 

eat difficulty in finding where my room had 

en. I never thought the explosion of these 
huge shells was so terrible. The earth shakes 
at every explosion. 

All the troops had left the town—leaving 
me and my small party in the drain, and we 
could not get away, as the drain was right 
in the middie of the town. So here in the 
“ Kettle of Balt " we had to remain for nine 
hours. 

Close to our trench, houses commenced fall- 
ing in. The Grand Hotel, the Kaiserhof, the 
Post Office, and the Public Works Office, all 
collapsed. My drain was soon filled with bits 
of wall, roofs, tiles, etc., and this, combined 
with the glare of a tropical sun, was too 
awful. “My God, what savages these English 

WHAT A 12-INCH SHELL CAN DO. 

At noon there was a terrific explosion near 
us; the earth trembled, and all was dark for 
a moment. After recovering our senses, we 
looked to see what had happened. About four 
yards from our drain a l2in. shell had pitehed, 
and, doing a sort of “ Ducks and Drakes ”' 
over the dram, exploded a few feet behind us. 
If the explosion had taken place a fraction of 
a second sooner, nothing would have been 
left of me. 

As the bombardmetit became more intense, 
one saw the roofs of houses going up like a 
fountain, as shell after shell struck the houses. 
Large buildings collapsed like a pack of cards. 
Everything became wrapped in smoke and dust 
amid the vicious shrieks of the shel! splinters, 
which were flying in all av, I for 
some poor head to hit. If one lucky it 
hit one’s neighbour instead of cnenell. We had 
to wait patiently for this Concert of the Devil 
ro. cease. At times one becomes furious at one’s 

Sess to reply, for we had no chance to 

nd ourselves: we were —, targets for 
this new form of English sport ut at 2 p.m. 
the firing slackened a bit, and at 35 p.m. it 
ceased altogether, as the ‘English had to get 
yack to Zanzibar for their evening “ whiskey 
and a & ” So at last we crawled out of our 
drain to look at the damage. My God! it was 
awful—nothing remained ; everything was mixed 
up; one could see trees, telephone wires, furni- 
ture, pianos, all jumbled together—cloth- 
ing on the roofs and in the trees, roofs and 
trees lying in the streets. 

When we at last got out of the town we re- 
ceived an assurance in writing from our friends 
that they never expected to see us again. 

I went to Ngamani, and only returned to 
Tanga late in the eveni As my house had 
been wiped off the face of the earth, and as I 
did not wish so disturb anyone, I took refuge 
in the European jail, and, going straight into a 

» 1 was soon asleep. 
OBERLEUTNANT X. 

On 184-16 we are introduced to.an Oberieut- 
nant whom we call X, and who seems to have 
incurred the ee ae detestation of our 
diarist. He writes on that date: “In office 
again at Tanga, but now under the hypocritical 
scoundrel Oberleutnant X. 

After noting a second bombardment of 
Tanga, et which two seaplanes assisted, he 
writes :-— 

“ Working under X is getting worse; I have 
asked for out-of-door work.” 

On 204-16 we have a brief note: “ Called to 
Tanga to be reprimanded by that ——- X ”; and 
on the 55-16 we read: “ Arrived at Bomandani, 
and took over the post during its bombardment 
by the Thistle. Curse 7 Beefs.’” “ Beefs” 
is the German name for the British, correspond- 
ing to our term of “ Boches.” 

The suthor seems to have had bad luck in 
regard to bombardments.

Ordered to destroy my post at once and 
burn all documents. After that to retire to

Lord D’Abernon, in the House of Lords yes: 
terday, moved the second reading of the 
National Gallery (England) Bill, which 
enables the trustees to sell works of art 
by masters already over-represented in 
the National Collection, and to apply the 
proceeds to the purchase of famous 
masterpieces now in private collections.

BRAVERY OF FRENCH AND

The Special Correspondent of the Agence 
Havas with the Serbian Headquarters describes 
a four-day visit to the Serbian front, where he 
witnessed operations, in. which the Serbians 
gave proof of t bravery and endurance. He 
then went to the French sector, where Russians 
and Italians were also engaged. He says heavy 
fighting is still going on. The Italian forces 
occupying @he heights to the west of the plain 
of Monastir had to spend the night in a 
snowstorm and severe cold. 

On the 14th the Russian troops made their 
first reconnaissance beyond Konali, and 
signalled the retreat of the Bulgarians. The 
whole fgent was then moved forward, crossing 
the old enemy lines, and the pursuing troops 
soon came into contact with the

the ‘ground. We found that the enemy 
positions had been AS san b five 
different systems of bar wire entang ts, 
many of which had been wrecked by our artil- 
lery fire. Moreover, there were numerous 
armoured casemates which were left intact by 
their garrisons, who feared to be cut off by the 
advance of the Serbs from the south-east to the 
north-west. If the “Bulgarians had continued 
their resistance they would have run the risk of 
being cut off from the Prilep road. 

The defeat of the enemy constitutes a triumph 
for the plans of the Higher Command. 
Weather conditions have somewhat interfered 
with the pursyit of the enemy.

Lord D’'ABERNON, in a maiden speech, 
moved the second reading of the National 
Gallery Bill, the main object of which was, he 
said, to enable the trustees to sell works of 
art by masters over-represented in the national 
collection, "and to apply the proceeds to the 
purchase of famous masterpieces at present in 
private collections. It was, he thought, the 
duty of the trustees to endeavour to save some, 
at least, of the great masterpieces, works of 
art, which had long been identified with this 
country, and the loss of which would be con- 
sidered, throughout the civilised world, as 
something in the nature of a loss of prestige, 
almost. as a national disaster. Uniess the 
present powers of the trustees were extended, 
even the most undisputed masterpieces were 
beyond all hope of salvation. The cause was 
that the prices now paid for works of art of 
the highest class were altogether out of pro- 
portion with the prices at the disposal of the 
trustees. The national dojlections were almost 
excessively rich in the works of certain masters, 
who were inadequately represented in other 
countries. Out of 23,000 works of art in the 
National Gallery, 2,000 were by Turner. That 
was Ea striking disparity, and, if a certain 
num of these works were disposed of, funds 
would be available for the purchesé 6f eminent 
examples of other. artists, of which the National 
Gallery stood greatly in need. The fame of 
Turner would not suffer, because, whilst there 
was a plethora of his works in this country, 
he was inadequately known in other countries. 

The Duke of RUTLAND expressed his 
approval of the bill, but he hoped that an 
assurance would be given that it would not be 
followed by other 2 i a" which would pre- 
vent private owners of masterpieces from dis- 
posing of them in the open market if the 
war or the operations of the death duties com- 
pelled them to sell. 

Lord WEARDALE strongly objected ta the 
trustees of the Gallery being empowered to dis- 
pose of some of our most precious works of 
art without being controlled in any way by 
Parliament or by the country. He was not 
prepared to argue that some enlargement of 
their present powers was undesifable, but, 
unless safeguards of every kind were inserted in 
the bill, there would the. greatest danger of 
rash and ill-advised décisions being arrived at 
by the trustees. 

Lord BURNHAM said that the effect of the 
bill would be to emáble selected portions of our 
national] collection to be sold for exportation 
abroad, at the sole discretion of the trustees. 
Whatever precedent there might be for the 
principle of the bill, it was carried to a very 
dangerous extent. 

The Earl of PLYMOUTH said that, if it 
was unecessary, a very strong cvse might easily 
be made out ‘or this bill. The circumstances 
were unprecedented, and it was imperative that 
works of art of commanding importance should, 
if possible, be retained in this country. 

The Marquis of LANSDOWNE ‘fissured the 
House that this was not an enterprise which 
had been lightly undertaken, or without very 
careful examination of the different arguments 
which had been put forward already in the 
course of the debate. The bill, in fact, was 
an antidote to the danger which the Duke 
of Rutland feared. It would provide means 
for retaining in this country works of art 
which otherwise might find purchasers abroad. 
The bill was the outcome of a Committee ap- 
pointed in 1913, and presided over by Lord 
Curzon. The report of the Committee had been 
before the public for a long time, and it had 
been favourably considered. by competent 
critics in matters connected with art. 

The bill was read a second time.

GALLANT LIFEBOAT RESCUES.

At daybreak yesterday sixteen members of the 
crew of the steamer Muristan, which went 
ashore in Blyth in fsunday’s fierce gale, were 
rescued by the Tynemouth motor lifeboat, which | 
made unsuccessful attempts on Monday to rescue | 
them owing to heavy seas. The men had to | 
shelter in the small deck cabin for 53 hours, 
and were unable to get food or clothing from 
their cabins, which were filled with water. The 
subsisted all this time on raw turnips. One o 
the rescued men was a stretcher case, and all 
sixteen were taken to hospital. Three others 
of the crew swam ashore during the gale, and | 
three men were drowned in making the at- 
tempt. Captain Griffiths Pritchard, of , Barry, 
and another of the crew are missing. Seven 
Arab firemen gmong the rescued suffered 
severely from exposyre. 

After being ex d to the fury of the sea 
for over fifteen hours on the bridge of their 
ship Sibiris, which early on Monday mornin 
stranded on the south-west part of the Good- 
win Sands, the crew of 52 were rescued early 
yesterday morning by the ars lifeboat, 
and landed at Deal. Early on Monday morning 
the Deal lifeboat brought“ashore thirty men of | 
the Italian steamer Val Salice, and throughout 
the morning, in terrific weather, the Ramsgate 
and Deal reserve lifeboats made gallant at- 
tempts to rescue the crew of the Sibiris Both 
these lifeboats nearly met with disaster. As 
it was the\boats were damaged and many mem- 
bers of the crew injured, necessitating their re- 
turn to the shore. The only remaining lifeboat 
intact was the Kingsdown boat, and volunteers 
were called for to man her and make one more 
attempt to rescue the men in peril. On Mon- 
day night the Kingsdown boat was got afloat 
and towed to the wreck by means of search- 
lights. The unfortunate crew of the Sibiris were 
seen huddled together on the bridge, the only 
part of the ship then visible. As the lifeboat 
attempted to get alongside, she was struck by a 
mountainous sea which almost swamped her. 

AMERICAN SHIP IN DISTRESS. 

Lioyd’s Agency at Falmouth, in a message 
yesterday, says that the steamer Rijndam re- 
ports having received the following 8.0.8. signal 
on November 19, im lat. 47 north, long 14 west, 
from the American four-masted ship Manga 
Reva :—'' Come as quickly as possible; am drift- 
ing before the wind with boats.” The Rijndam 
signalled: '' Am coming full speed,' and wired 
to the American steamer Rockingham, to pro- 
ceed to the Manga Reva, she being the nearest 
ship. The Rockingham steamed direct to her, 
andshould have been in her portion at 2 p.m. 
on Monday. Afterwards the Rojndam received 
a message from the Rockingham stating that 
she could not find anything of the ship, and 
both vessels wie et on their course. 
Rockingham also wired that a French auxiliary

BOARD OF PENSIONS BILL. 


Mr. HAYES FISHER, in the absence of Mr. 
Arthur Henderson, moved the second readin 
of the Board of Pensions Bill. He admitte 
that the measure fell far short of the ideal of 
pensions administration which now found favour 
in many quarters of the House. As far back as 
November, 1914, be urged the Government 
seriously to consider whether the whole questjon 
of pensions—the cure, after-care, and training 
of disabled soldiers—could not be placed in the 
bands of one body, sitting in one building, under 
ene roof. That proposal did not find much 
favour either with the House or with the 
Government. This bill went as far as was now 
possible towards a unified system of administra 
tion under a Pensions Minister responsible for 
this great public expenditure. He never was in 
favour of the appointment of a Pensions Muinis- 
ter. without a Board. The Board, by con- 
stantly conferring together, would be able to 
amass a great deal of information, which no 
one man could possibly possess, of the pension 
question. The problem had become far more 
complex than anyone even thought possible. 
The Statutory Committee was not hostile to 
the bill, but adopted the aititude of an ep- 
guirer. What everyone was anxious to do was 
to set up the best practical machifiery, in order 
that soldiers and sailors might obtain “their 
rights, and that the House and the country 
might be assured that all due claims on the 
part of those who were fighting for us, and of 
their dependents, would be promptly honoured. 
(Cheers.) If the bill did this, he was,gure wt 
would be welcomed in all parts of the House. 
(Hear, hear.) The bill — set up the ideal 
system of administration, but it was a sort of 
half-way house which had been rendered neces- 
sary by the maladministration of the existing 
pension authorities. The bill, for the first 
time, set up as a Pensions Minister an influen- 
tial member of the Cabiret, who would be as- 
sisted by a strong Board; comprising repre- 
sentatives of the Army Council, the Admiralty, 
‘the Local. Government Board, and the Statu- 
tory Committee. He did not think there were 
in the House four members more generously 
disposed towards the soldiers and sailors than 
the quartet which formed the Board. (Cheers.) 
He could not help feeling regret that the Ad- 
miralty stood aloof. (Hear, hear.) He was not 
convinced by the arguments put torward by 
Dr. Macnamara, and he “still hoped that 
his experience of the working of the 
Board would led him or his friends 
to the opinion that the Admiralty 
ought to come in. The financial position of 
the Statutory Committee was somewhat ob- 
seure, and he hoped that some further light 
would be thrown upon the question before the 
debate closed. It was quite certain that the 
Committee would not be able to discharge all 
the functions which would devolve upon it out 
of voluntary contributions. They were in com- 
munication with the Treasury at the present 
time, and the answer they had received from 
the Treasury was entirely satisfactory. There 
were hundreds of men who had been discharged 
from the Army or Navy without pension, who, 
if it had been left to the House to decide, 
would have had pensions. Either the Py nsions 
Board must induce the authorities to enlarge 
the scope of the Royal Warrants and Orders 
in Council to imclude great numbers of these 
hard cases, or the Statutory Committee must

MR. H. W. FORSTER. 


Mr. H. W. FORSTER said that many of the 
points raised in the debate had engaged, and 
would continue to engage, the attention of the 
Pensions Minister and the War Office. He 
agreed with Mr. Terrell that it would be an 
evil day for the country if party politics were 
brought into the question of pensions adminis- 
tration. (Cheers.) He did not think that the 
House and the country were satisfied with the 
position of affairs at the present moment— 
(hear, hear)—and for his own part he thought 
the time had come when we ought to take 
stock of our whole pensions policy. The War 
Office was more directly affected by the bill 
than even the Statutory Committee, and he 
could not help thinking that they would have 
been very wrong if they had allowed their atti- 
tude towards the bill to be influenced by de- 
partmental predilections. There were too many 
departments deahng with the disabled soldier. 
The whole system wanted simplifying and uni- 
fying. It was mainly upon these grounds that 
the Government came to the conclusion that a 
change was desirable. The necessary co-ordina- 
tion could not be properly carried out by the 
War Office. One of the essential needs in all 
pension administration was efficient and sym- 
pathetic local machinery, and it was felt that 
under the existing systems such machinery was 
lacking. (Hear, hear.) It had also been felt de- 
sirable that the whole of the expenditure under 
this head should be under the control of the 
House of Commons, with a Minister responsible 
for the work, able to defend his position with 
the force of criticism. (Hear, hear.) In the 
new aheme the War Office would maintain its 
responsibility for the man whilst he was in the 
service, and the new department would take 
charge of him on his discharge from the Army, 
and his return to civil life, or of his dependents 
when he laid down his life for his country. 
The Government did not come to the 
House with this scheme because the War 
Office were tired, discouraged, and sick of criti- 
cism, or because they were anrious to hand 
over the burden to er shoulders, but simply 
because the Government believed that the new 
system would be a decided improvement on the 
existing system. (Hear, hear.) He was glad to

The second . re 
quired of tae chemist desirous of entering the field 
of applied chemistry was some acquaintance with 
the principles and methods which underlay engineer- 
ing science. The so-called “pure” chemist—that 
was to say, the highly specialised molecule juggier— 
sans peur et sans reproche was very necessary. If 
kept on his specialised job in the works laboratory, 
he would continue to do good and ; work in 
the analysis and synthesis of chemical substances. 
What he did not asefully understand was the theory 
and practice of designing chemical engineering plant 
and conducting and controlling chemical processes 
in a factory. Dr. Hackett added that there had 
been evolved in the Royai College of Science a train- 
ing which conformed w the lines laid down Dr. 

nnan. 

A discussion followed Dr. Hackett s$ lecture. _ 

Dr. Garrett did not think that any University 
training could previde all that Professor nnan re 
quired. It was too much to expect a man to be 
both a cliemist and aa engineer. There were three 
stawes in the actual processes which were in opera- 
tion in Germany, so far as he had seen anything 
of them. First, the laboratory stage, in which a 
new material, perhaps a dye, was worked out from 
a parely chemical point of view. The next sage 
was an attempt to carry out the process en a com- 
parativel? large or commercial scale. When that 
stage was over, you had to use your pian on a 
large scale to carry out the final process. With this. 
the chemist who was producing the new materia! 
had nothing to do; and it was there that the 
chemical engineer was called upon to preduce the 
plant that was required. At the same time, it 
would be a benefit in the training of an engineer 
that he shoald be able to understand mechanical 
drawings, and should have some idea of what could 
and what could not be done from an engincering 
point of view. 

Dr. Leonard was of opiggon that the College was 
not ag much in touch with Irish manufacturers as it 
ought to be. The majority of their chemists went to 
England or Scotland, or, perhaps, to foreign parte. 
The technical schools were, of course, doing a con- 
siderable amount. Uafortunately, the number of 
students engaged “in industry was small. He 
suggested that Dr. Donnan should be invited to give 
a lecture in Dublin. Finally, be proposed a vote of 
thanks to Dr. Hackett. 

Mr. Morgan Mooney, 4 manufacturer, and an old 
student of the College, spoke of the difficulty he bad 
found in getting a competent “works” chemist. 
He asked how moch time was to be given to practi- 
eal training, and he answered that that must de- 
pend very much upon the student. ' . 

Dr. Dillon, of University College, said that the 
first question that had occurred to him while listen- 
ing to Dr. Hackett’s paper was “What is a 
chemist ?” He had then thought that it was 
peculiar that they should find themselves in a 
country Which was an far sunk in barbarism that it 
had the same name for the man combs and 
teoth-brushes and the man who had engaged 
research in a laboratery. When we came to find oat 
what really the chemist ought to do, the task was 
not easy. Chemistry was applicable to practicaily 
every variety of manafactore. If you tried to pro- 
duce a man who would be able, at the end of his 
University or College course, te apply his istry 
in any direction he might be asked, you would have 
to produce something between the Encyclopedia 
Britannica” and Spen’s “ Workshop Recipes. It 
would be wiser not to attempt any euch thing. 
What had recently happened to the lish people 
was that they had found themselves in 
modern scientific work of every kind. They had 
found that the empirical improvements were satis 
factory so far as results were concerned; and that a 
man with little education was able to get on in life, 
which meant te make a lot of money. Consequently, 
countries which hed not the natural resources of 
England had to make their mo out of their 
brains, ‘which was the position of Ireland, if men 
would begin to realise it. What was required was a 
man who was able, at the.end of his course, to go 
into works with enough hem not to insult his 
employers, and enough knowledge, enough mental 
training. to grasp a subject quickly. 

Mr. Ostersetzer said that when a chemist entered 
a factory. he could, in a short time, with the aid of 
the literature of that branch, make himself efficient.

This in- 
crease in the Docks Department was the means 
of averting a deficit in the total income from 
all departments. The gross revenue expendi- 
ture for the year 1915 amounted to gt v9 
1Ss. 4d., which was £9,600 higher thar; in 1914 
At the close of the period under review the 
Board’s finances continued to be in a highly 
unsatisfactory state. The loan of £12,500 ob- 
tained at the end of the year 1915 for revenue 
purposes was still unpaid, while a further loan 
ot 000 had to be obtained to close the re- 
venue account, which on the 3lst December 
showed a debit balance of £19,729 ls. Od. On 
the first-mentioned loan interest amounting to 
£304 19s. 5d. accrued during the year, and this 
sum I have surcharged as an illegal expendi- 
ture. The Board have at length “taken steps 
to augment their income, having, subsequent 
to the close of the year, raised the «rs on 
zoods by 25 per cent. and the tonnage > Ate on 
the coasting trade by id. per ton as from the 
lst January, 1916; but, finding that more funds 
would be necessary, they mace in August last 
a further increase, namely, id. in the coast- 
wise tonnage rate and 50 per cent. in dues on 
goods, so that now both tonnage rates and 
dues on goods are at the highest limit 
authorised by the Dublin Port and Docks 
Acts. If the financial position had been taken 
in hand years ago when it began to assume 
a serious aspect, as referred to in previous re- 
ports, such drastic measures as are now essen- 
tial would probably not have been necessary. 
The capital expenditure was chiefly for dredg- 
mg in connection with the Alexandra Basin, 
and amounted to £8,717 16s. 104. to meet 
which there was a balance of £8,505 8s. Od. 
{rom the previous vear. together with a new 
issue of morteage bonds for £300, leaving a 
debit balance of £112 8. 10d. on the capital 
account. The total indebtedness on ist De- 
cember, 1915, in resvect of loans for capital 
purnosas was as follows>—Morteage bonds, 
PAIS SHO: stock, £990,670: old Rallect Office Te.
